Ilii- anthracite joint conference has brok- 
en up -without an agreement. 
The stum-

The outcome of the conference "will be a 


disappointment to all hard coal consum- 
ers and to the country in general. Both 
sides issued statements to the public in 
justification of their refusal to make such 
compromises as would have brought about 
an understanding.

pathies run to. without particular regard 
to the specific issues involved at this time.

to" the measure of damages. 
The elder daughter received a, judgment lor a 


thousand berries: mother' drew $800; and each of 
the two young 'uns were awarded a century. 


Whereupon the railroad 
company, 
contending 


that these judgments were excessive, and by gravy, 
the higher court agreed with the railroad company 
that the judgments were a little steep and 
held 


that unless the amounts were reduced one-half by a 
remittitur the judgments would be reversed and a 
new trial ordered.
